first-line engine company to 
serve northern Upland, 

In August, the City took de- 
livery of a new 3000-gallon- 
per- minute pumper. This 

new engine has greatly in- 
qreneel Upland’s city-wide 
firefighting capability. 

Upland’s fire protection 
will be significantly im- 
proved in 1968 when the ex- 
isting fire station, built in 
1915, is replaced by the mo- 
dern 12,000- square - foot 
station presently being con- 
structed at the southwest 
corner of Arrow Highway 
and Second Ave. 

Since modern equipment 
and facilities cannot be pro- 
perly utilized without trained 
personnel, the Fire Depart- 
ment in 1967 conducted ex- 
tensive training programs, 
In addition to many hours of 
on-the-job drilling, local 
firemen attended Fire Sci- 
ence Courses aiChaffey Col- 
lege 

A " Firefighter's Training 
Academy was conducted by 
Chaffey College and the West 
End Fire Departments, Nine 
Upland Firemen completed 
the program and received 
certificates for the Basic 
Fire Fighting Training 
Course. Two Fire Captains 
received certificates on 
completion of a special 
course for Fire Company 
Officers. Prior to the demo- 
lition of the houses which oc- 
cupied the Civic Center site, 
the Fire Department used 
these structures for training 
both volunteers and regulars 
in actual fire conditions. 

POLICE PROTECTION 

At present, the Po'ice De- 

partment occupies the west

The WVPA embraces 300 
square miles inthe West End 
and it is this area that will 
be covered by the objectives 
that provide for studies and 
plans and implementation of 
plane. Jack McDermott, « 
member of the County Plan- 
ting Commission staff is in 
charge of the West End Pro- 
ject, 

Civic directors of the 
WVPA include a councilman 
from each of the five cities 
plus two county supervisors, 
The Board chairman is 
Mayor James Christensen of 
Upland 


Under the CBMWD pro- 


posal, the district will pre- 
pare a master plan for op- 
timum water supply and dis- 
tribution; a sewerage mas~- 
ter plan for collection, treat- 
ment and disposal including
